Striking United machinists approved a 
new contract with the airline Sunday and 
began returning to their jobs today, 
ending a two-week strike. United — the 
nation’s biggest domestic air carrier — 
said some hights would resume today 
and all flights would be in operation by 
Wednesday. 


A spokesman for the International As­ 
sociation of Machinists said the new. 
three-year contract with United was ap­ 
proved by more than 70 per cent of the

Scores of thousands of strikebound 
travelers had to fend for themselves dur­ 
ing the busiest travel period of the year 
and there was a tangle of crossed reser­ 
vations and overb(X)kings as tourists 
scurried for seats. 
A group of Continental Airlines pas­ 
sengers at Chicago’s O’H are In ter­ 
national Airport were victims of a clas­ 
sic foulup Sunday. 
The 124 Denver-bound passengers 
aboard Continental flight 29 were on the 
plane and ready for the plane’s depar­ 
ture. But there was no crew 
A Continental spokesman said the 
crew that was to fly the plane had been 
misdirected and flown — as passengers 
— to Los Angeles, where they had been 
told to pick up their plane 
Another crew had to be brought to 
Chicago from Denver to handle flight 29.

Scott declines race 
for City Council seat

City Editor 
Lompoc Mayor Art Scott announced 
today that he will not seek re-election to 
the city council next March 2 
His declaration of non-candidacy 
means that the city council will have two 
new members after the election, since 
Councilman Em il Scolari. whose term 
also is expiring, already has announced 
he will not run again. 
As of mid-day today, six persons have 
expressed an interest in taking their 
places. That’s how many nominating 
petitions have been taken out from City 
Clerk Wilma Thom as’ office at city hall. 
Potential candidates have until noon 
Dec. 30 to return their petitions and 
necessary affidavits. Filing deadline ac­ 
tually is this Wedne.sday, but there is an 
automatic extension if either of the in­ 
cumbents fails to file by that time 
Those who have taken out papers for 
the council posts are Earl Duane Collins. 
Burnham Truman, Ed Rodgers, Alberta 
Morgan, Joe Valencia and Ray Down. 
Collins and Rodgers have returned their 
papers. 
In his statem ent, Scott said, “ I have 
decided not to seek re-election to the 
Lompoc City Council to allow myself the 
freedom to consider other personal and 
business interests. 
“ I have been approached by a number 
of individuals who have asked me to be a 
candidate for election to the Santa Bar­ 
bara County Board of Supervisors. I am 
giving consideration to this possibility 
However, it is not my intent to make that 
decision at this time 
“ I have enjoyed my eight years on the 
city council 
I truly appreciate the 
people’s willingness to allow me to serve 
them during those years, and I sincerely 
hope that they feel 1 have made a con­ 
structive and meaningful contribution to 
the process of governm ent and the 
quality of life in the Lompoc Valley,” 
Scott concluded. 
Scott will have some additional time to 
ponder the supervisor’s race since that 
election will not be held until June A 
candidate has until March 12 to file for 
that position unless the incumbent does 
not file. In such a case, the time is ex­ 
tended to March 17 
The incumbent Fourth District super­ 
visor. Francis Beattie of Lompoc, has in­ 
dicated that he is undecided about seek­ 
ing another term on the board 
Scott’s decision is expected to dislodge 
some other potential council candidates 
who have been fence-sitting until they 
found out what he was going to do 


The Record has attem pted to contact 
each of the candidates in the last two city 
council elections to determine whether 
they intend to make the race again 
In the 1975 special election in which 
Elinor V Lefkowiiz was elected to fill 
the vacancy created by the death of her 
husband, the other candidates were 
Valencia. Mrs Morgan and Tom Green 
The former two already have taken out

papers, but Green replied. “ I am more 
inclint*d to say no than yes I am not rul­ 
ing It out. but at this tim e it does not ap­ 
pear that 1 will.” He cited business pres­

There were 10 candidates for three 
vacancies in the 1974 election in which 
K.C Stevens. Charlotte Benton and Sol 
Lefkowitz were chosen 
Fred Bock stated that his work situa­ 
tion has changed and he would be unable 
to run again 
C harles Carm ichael, 
another 1974 candidate, has become ex­ 
ec u tiv e d ire c to r of the Lom poc 
Economic Development Association and 
noted that it would be a conflict of in­ 
terest for him to be a councilman 
(iene Ashlock has moved from the 
city, and the other four — Steven Cox, 
FMwin Leach, Joe Herron and Walter 
Smith — have not responded to Record 
inquiries concerning their potential can­ 
didacies 
Two other persons frequently men­ 
tioned as potential candidates were con­ 
tacted 
Dr Barry Coughlin, chairman of the 
Commission on Aging, has been en­ 
couraged to run by a number of persons 
“ A bsolutely n o t’ ” Dr 
Coughlin 
replied “ My job is being a physician, 
and it leaves precious little time for 
anything else 
We started out with a 
horrendous shortage of doctors here in 
Lompoc and now we’re losing more 
because of this malpractice insurance 
problem ” 
Robert L Kranig. a member of the 
Lompoc Planning Commission, has been 
mentioned as another possibility At the 
time he was contacted, he did not say

“ Does that mean you are leaving the

fighters in Luanda and 10 former Por­

The Portuguese and several Cubans 
were expected to form the nucleus of an 
MPLA air force 
Thus far. apart from a couple of 
nuisance raids by small propellor-driven 
aircraft, there has been no major effort 
to extend the Angolan war into an aerial 
battle 
But IJNITA sources here and those of 
the National Front for the Liberation of 
Angola fear that last week’s Senate deci­ 
sion to cut off a reported $25 million in 
aid to the two movements could tempt 
the Russians to escalate the conflict into

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The White 
House said today the mam focus of 
President Ford’s State of the Union ad­ 
dress on Jan 19 will be “ a broad look at 
where the country is and where the 
President wants to lead it.” 
Aides also said Ford will announce his 
decisions on at least two major pieces of 
legislation later today — the comprehen­ 
sive energy bill and the common situs 
picketing bill. 
Siiurces indicated Ford will probably 
sign the energy m easure, although there 
has been no formal word from the While 
House 
There have been no hints of what the 
President will do with the picketing 
m easure, although I.,abor Secretary John 
Dunlop has indicated he may resign if 
the President vetoes the measure. 
Ford has two other major m easures 
before him — a tax cut bill and legisla­ 
tion to provide money to ailing rail­ 
roads Ford has said he will sign the tax 
bill, worked out in compromise with 
('ongress before its vacation recess 
began, but will present his own tax 
package next year 
White Hmise Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen said Ford would deliver the 1976 
State of the Union address on the same 
day Congress is scheduled to return from 
Its holiday recess He said Ford’s m es­ 
sage would be “not so much a shopping 
list of proposals as some have been in the 
past ” 
He said Ford would follow up the mes­ 
sage with more than a dozen legislative 
messages 
Nessen said Ford’s message would be 
“ basically a broad look at where the 
country IS and where the President 
wants to lead it in the long-term future.” 
Nessen said it would focus on domestic 
issues and cover some diplomatic m at­ 
ters He said Ford would send “ more 
than as dozen" separate messages on 
specific domestic proposals, but that he 
did not know if Ford would make a 
separate “ State of the World” address as 
Richard M Nixon had done 
Nessen also told r^ o rte rs ' 
- Ford would submit a $395 billion 
budget designed to reverse a pattern 
“ over the past 40 years” of increasing 
federal deficits He said Ford felt “ that 
old economic philosophy, the bigger the 
deficit, the bigger the prosperity, simply 
hasn’t worked ” 
The President spent more than 77 
hours at work in the Oval Office last 
week, of which “ very little, if any” time 
was spent on politics

16 4 million barrels a day. more 
than 7 per cent below the level 
at the same time in 1974 and 
nearly 6 per cent below the 
same time in 1973. the Federal 
Energy Administration repor­ 
ted A barrel holds 42 gallons. 
John Hill of the FEA said a 
mild winter has changed the 
natural gas picture significant­ 
ly 
‘‘Just plugging in the 
weather factor," he told UPI, 
“ we are now showing a shor­ 
tage significantly less than in­ 
itially." 


In the fall, officials had 
predicted a shortage of 1.3 
trillion cubic feet of natural gas 
— that is. customers’ need for 
gas would outstrip supply by 
that amount 


Then. Hill said, alternate 
fuels became .available and 
customers found ways to do 
with less gas and the shortage, 
expressed as supply below ab­ 
solute need, came to 300 billion 
cubic feet 


Now it is less than that — 140 
billion cubic feet from Novem­ 
ber through February.

“ As you know." said Arthur 
Kaufman, president of the 


Independence Hall Association, 
“ people will be drinking that 
night.” 
The Rev. Ernest Harding, 
rector of Christ Church, said he 
was concerned about the 
chance of “ inclement weather" 
and “ revelry." 
“ The Bell belongs to everybo­ 
dy,” argued city representative 
Harry Belinger. “ and everybo­ 
dy’s going to be there — 
dignitaries, bands. This New- 
Year’s Eve it won't be Guy 
Lombardo and Times Square; 
it’ll be the Liberty Bell.’’ 
When the Bell emerges from 
Independence Hall, it will be 
greeted by fireworks, prayers 
and the tolling of other bells 
Preparations for moving the 
bell begin today. 


At midnight New Year's Eve. 
the bell will make its first ap­ 
pearance outside Independ­ 
ence Hall — its home for the 
last 223 years — since a World 
War I Liberty Loan street 
parade in 1917 
The bell, which arrived from 
London in 1752 to mark the 50th 
year of the founding of Penn­ 
sylvania. left Independence 
Hall one other time In 1777. it 
was taken to Allentown. Pa., to

He also reiterated a warning 
to Russia that its attempt to es­ 
tablish a sphere of influence in 
the newly independent African 
country of Angola could jeopar­ 
dize detente. 
Ford dropped in at the White 
House press room Saturday for 
an impromptu news conference 
and told Cuba to forget about 
normalizing relations with the 
United States. 
“ There are between 4.000 and 
6.000 Cuban combat military 
personnel in Angola." Ford 
said. “The action by the Cuban 
government in sending combat 
forces to Angola destroys any 
opportunity for improvement in 
relations with the United 
States. 
“They’ve made a choice 
which, in effect — and I mean it 
very literally — has precluded 
any improvement in relations 
with Cuba.” 
As if to erase any chance he 
would be misunderstood. Ford 
later said he also was angered 
by Havana’s effort “ to get 
Puerto Rico free and clear 
from the United States," That 


plus Cuba's Angolan interven­ 
tion. he said, “ ends, so far as I 
am concerned, any efforts at all 
to have friendlier relations with 
the government of Cuba.” 
Asked what effect Moscow's 
Angola policy might have on 
stalemated negotiations for a 
second-round U.S.-Soviet nu­ 
clear arms limitation agree­ 
ment. Ford said: "The per­ 
sistence of the Soviet Union in 
Angola with $100 million or 
more worth of military aid cer­ 
tainly does not help the con­ 
tinuation of detente.”

First, the good news The Air Force 
Academy is now seeking vourtg women 
as candidates for the Class of 1980 In 
fact, the Academy expects about 150 
women to be in the ( loss which will 
arrive at Colorado Springs next June 
Now the bad news Prospective cadets 
must act immediately so their nomina­ 
tions will be received by Jan 31. 1976 
Since President Ford signed the enabl­ 
ing legislation in early October, more 
than 100 women have already formally 
applied, and many more have expressed 
interest 
Among the prospective cadets are at 
least seven women from Vontura County 
and five from Santa Barbara County, ac­ 
cording to Col Robert H Middough, an 
Ojai resident and senior academy liaison 
officer for the area 
‘ We have been gratified by the early 
response in Camarillo, Santa Barbara, 
and Thousand Oaks,

said “ However, we have been disap­

Competition for acceptance will be 
keen, he indicated, and women must 
meet the same basic qualifications as 
men That is. they must be at least 17 
years old but not past 22 on July 1 of the 
vear in which they enter the Academy 
in addition they must be unmarried, a

character 
Academic selection standards will also 
be the same for both men and women 
All prospective cadets will be judged for 
leadership potential based upon extra­ 
curricular activities 
school leadership 
positions, sports, and participation in 
civic and community organizations 
Applicants must also pass a physical 
aptitude test and a medical examination. 
Although women cadets will live 
separately from the men. nearly all 
other aspects of cadet life will be co­ 
educational 
The four-vear academic, military- 
training. and athletic program is 
phvsicallv and mentally demanding.

Miss 1 and his House Special 
Committee on Americans miss­ 
ing in Indochina at a meeting 
with North and South Viet­ 
namese officials in Paris Dec 
3 
The North Vietnamese identi­ 
fied the remains as those of 
Navy Cmdr Jesse Taylor. Jr . 
Los Alamitos. Calif , killed 
Nov IT. 1965. Air Force Lt. Col. 
Crosley James Fitton Jr . Hart­ 
ford. Conn . shot down Feb 29, 
1968. and Air Force Capt 
Ronald D 
Perry. Gallatin. 
Tenn . whose B52 was shot 
down Dec 21. 1972 
North Vietnam said the 
return of the bodies was a 
special gesture, apparently 
made in an effort to gain U.S 
recognition of the Hanoi go­ 
vernment 
There still are about 1.100 
Americans listed as missing in 
Indochina, most of them in 
Vietnam 
The return of the bodies Sun­ 
day did not affect the number of 
missing, since all three had 
been declared dead. U.S. 
military spokesmen said

WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
new 10 per cent tax cut, on top 
of the six month extension of 
last year's, may be needed in 
1976 to keep economic recovery 
on course, according to a con­ 
gressional staff study 
The staff report of the Joint 
Economic Committee also said 
Sunday that President Ford s 
proposal to hold federal spend­ 
ing to $395 billion in fiscal 1977 
would, if enacted, cause eco­ 
nomic stagnation 
It predicted the moderate 
recovery that began in the mid­ 
dle of this year is likely to slow 
to a trickle next year, keeping 
unemployment close to its 
current high level through 1977 
The staff said a new 10 per 
cent tax reduction starting next 
October may be necessary to 
keep unemployment below 8 
per cent in 1977. 


Under Ford's proposed budg­ 
et ceiling, the report said, out­ 
put would grow by less than 2 
per cent in 1977 and unemploy­ 
ment would rise to 9 per cent by 
the end of that year, with the in­ 
flation rate still more than 6 per 
cent 


Summarizing the analysis, 
the report said: “ In the absence 
of major economic policy 
changes, the recovery is likely 
to sputter out by 1977, leaving 
unemployment on a very high 
plateau, probably above 7.5 per 
cent." 


Sharp cutbacks in spending 
by state and local governments 
are likely to further restrain 
the economy, the report said 


The staff also predicted: 
- This fall's 13 per cent rise 
in national output, steepest in 25

Author Richard Condon, who

Politics and ego

Politics and the egos of 
those who participate in that 
particular game we have 
always felt are inextricably 
linked Power and its use has, 
is. and will always be an ego 
trip at one level of the psyche 
or another. 
And while we don’t see any 
end to that relationship of ego 
and politics, and are not too 
sure we would want it any 
other way, it does cause some 
upset when politicians’ egos 
get in the way of their effec­ 
tively doing their job 


We feel such is the case of 
the relationship between 
Secretary of Labor John 
Dunlop and the ultimate fate 
of a piece of legislation he 
drafted called the construction 
situs picketing bill 


For some 25 years the AFL- 
CIO has been trying to get a 
facsimile of this nasty piece of 
legislation 
through 
the 
Congress. It would allow con­ 
struction workers to shut down 
an entire construction site dur­ 
ing a dispute with a single sub 
contractor. The bill has 
cleared both the House and the 
Senate and now awaits only 
the President’s signature or 
veto, neither of which is as­ 
sured. 


And therein lies Dunlop’s 
problem. He prematurely 
promised labor leaders that 
the President would sign the 
bill into law. Pressure against

the bill has been increasing 
steadily, however, and Ford’s 
position has become cor­ 
respondingly 
less clear. 
Dunlop is now threatening to 
resign his cabinet post if the 
President doesn’t support him 
on the measure, ostensibly 
because he would lose his 
credibility with big labor. 
The art of politics consists 
mainly of getting others to do 
what you want them to do, 
through whatever means 
necessary, to the point of 
neither alienating them from 
you norcompromisingyourself 
with them. Dunlop apparently 
doesn’t understand the rules, 
or chooses to ignore them in 
the face of losing some of his 
pride, as well as a fairly 
significant battle. 
Whatever his personal situa­ 
tion, it seems to us Dunlop has 
compromised his effec­ 
tiveness as secretary of labor, 
no matter Ford’s decision. 
Threatening to quit is a very 
serious power game that can 
be played only once. That’s the 
game we save for the big 
casino in life, after which we 
have either won all the mar­ 
bles, 
or 
have 
lost 
irrevocably. We can’t see 
how Dunlop can win big 
enough in this case, and so 
suspect his days in Washington 
are numbered. 
Ego and politics are indeed a 
tricky business and one which 
wants a lot of watching. 


Howard Hunt's futile 
search for sympathy 


PENSACOLA, Fla - (NEA) - As 
elapsing time continues to sort out the 
emotions of Watergate past, it may 
suggest that the way in which justice 
was administered during the scandal is 
of as much lasting concern as the crimes 
which brought it about Case in point is 
that of Kverett Howard Hunt, one time 
CIA operative, several 
times burglar and 
whatall. now serving a 
highly questionable 
two-and-a-haIf to 
eight-year sentence in 
the federal slam at 
Kglin Air Force Base 
Hunt, you’ll recall, 
is a man for which the 
heart finds difficulty 
bleeding A program­ 
med political thug and 
a blind servant of the 
sort that has carried 
out history’s vilest government vagaries, 
in the name of Nixonian patriotism he 
once reportedly plotted a poison pill 
murder of a pesky Washington new­ 
spaperman Nonetheless, he has been 
found guilty only of relatively minor 
crimes 
including second degree 
burglary 
and so his continuing, 
seemingly endless incarceration hits as 
much of vengeance as it does propriety. 
Actually, Hunt has been treated 
awkwardly by the courts from the begin­ 
ning Along with the other low-level nuts 
who carried out the Watergate bag job. 
he was initially thumped with a 
shockingly severe judgment of up to 40 
years This, as Judge John Sirica hinted 
at the time, and has since made clear, 
was an attempt to force confessions and 
cooperation from the burglars Sirica 
was after larger fish and used capricious 
means to justify the ends 
Concerning Hunt, Sirica’s ploy worked 
well The defendant rushed to implicate 
others, a sleazy activity according to 
some yet traditionally considered by the 
law as an act of repentance 
Hunt 
became a quite remarkable, if only 
marginally valuable government witness 
in two Watergate-related trials, in both 
congressional investigations, and in the 
extensive federal investigations held in

secret. 
Yet if God loves the sinner gone right, 
and courts in turn are supposed to be 
sympathetic to them in another way. 
Hunt did not profit by changing 
allegiance. On the contrary, of the 19 
Watergaters who have been sentenced to 
jail, only Hunt and G. Gordon Liddy re­ 
main behind bars. Thirteen men have 
been in and are now out and over with it, 
four others have avoided the lockup 
through appeals 
(Liddy of course is 
another matter entirely; the compleat 
chauvinist, he serves his time bitterly 
but resolutely, steadfastly refusing 
repentence while he sits in his own tub 
counting the hairs on his chest). 
Interestingly, eight of the other defen­ 
d e rs won leniency through the 
backdoor. They plea bargained, that is 
agreed to say guilty to minimal charges 
in turn for minimal penalties. Former 
Attorney General Richard Kleindienst, 
as example, might have been tried on a 
perjury charge, but avoided it by admit­ 
ting guilt to a technical misdemeanor. 
He received 30 days and $100 fine, but 
suspended Then there is Richard Nixon, 
who plea bargained on the ultimate 
level 


Rut Hunt, the hapless soldier, can not 
win court sympathy even on the 
emotional level Though Charles Colson 
won an early prison release because of 
pressing family prolbems. Hunt’s at­ 
tempts to use similar arguments on his 
own behalf have gotten nowhere. Noting 
that his wife died in a plane crash early 
in the Watergate era. Hung says his 12- 
year-old boy must now be left with 
friends (currently a Cuban freedom 
fighter, in South Florida), a situation 
which is obviously wretched Some while 
ago the boy was hit by a car while riding 
his bicycle Not able to be there. Hunt 
has agonized since, telling visitors that 
the boy needs his father and the father 
his boy. 


The jails are full of parents who make 
such appeals, certainly, all of them dif­ 
ficult to ignore But is seems especially 
difficult in the case of Hunt, an admitted 
bad guy whom no court has yet found so 
bad as his treatment suggests Now ap­ 
proaching a total of 19 months spent in 13 
prisons. Hunt is beginning to resemble a 
victim as much as a victimizer His con­ 
tinued confinement only serves as a 
reminder that those who did worse suf­ 
fered less, and that justice is not won by 
securing order but by securing it fairly.

It had been a for­ 
malistic 
opposition, 
reduced to cliched 
objections. Reagan is 
extremist, unqualified 
by background, that 
kind of thing 
Time 
Magazine published a 
letter by a doctor in 
Cincinnati who actual­ 
ly presumed to put his name under the 
single sentence, “ Ronald Reagan is the 
prototype American politician 
of the 
’70s; mindless, witless, positionless. and 
worthless.” No wonder malpractice in­ 
surance is going up, if grown doctors are 
capable of such imbecilities. 


But one thousand of these taunts are 
deflected every day by Reagan, with a 
good humor totally free of spleen. Thus 
when the Democratic candidates, who 
include everybody except Shelley 
Winters, issued their demand that every 
time an old Ronald Reagan movie was 
shown, he should be given equal time 
equal time. Reagan replied that every 
time an old Rconald Reagan movies was 
hown, he should be given equal time. 
But now of course the great assault has 
begun. Led by Howard Calloway, a 
former Secretary of the Army. A Reagan 
supporter summed up Calloway’s 
remarks. “ All he said was that Reagan is 
incompetent, unpopular, and insincere.’’

Science detente 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - In the 
beginning, a modest scientific detente 
with Moscow seemed an excellent idea 
It would include a series of cooperative 
research projects, a wide-ranging ex­ 
change of scientists and a smooth system 
for passing information back and forth. 
All this would be in non-military fields, 
keeping in mind that 
much civilian non­ 
military 
information 
is translatable into 
military use. 
This all seemed wise 
because the Russians 
apparently were doing 
some rem arkable 
work in w eath er 
modification in the 
handling of fog, impor­ 
tant in airport safety. 
They had gone heavily 
into controlled nuclear 
fusion, the first step on the road to 
cheap, safe nuclear electric power. They 
had done excellent work in some 
chemical lines. 
There was to be an added bonus, which 
no one mentioned. Percentage wise, so 
far as could be determined, the greatest 
push in the protest movement against 
the secretive police-state rule in Soviet 
Union year in and out, had come from 
the Russian scientific and technical com­ 
munity. If so many Soviety scientists 
dared openly oppose the Kremlin’s 
fascism and aggressions, it was hoped 
here that the USSR science community 
as a whole, while loyal to the Soviet 
Union could be a healthy leavening force 
in relations between the two nations if 
exposed to American aims and policies 
through greater contact with U.S. scien­ 
tists. 


Moreover, so far as could be deter­ 
mined from preliminary talks, the Soviet 
government seemed genuinely eager for 
a meaningful exchange 


Things haven’t worked out as ex­ 
pected 


Recently I was standing next to one of 
America’s more respected scientists, 
himself deeply involved in exchanges 
with the Soviet Union, and a long­ 
standing advocate of scientific detente. 


It’s been a one-way street, he said We 
send top men there, give information of 
great value When it’s their turn, the 
Russians hold back. TTiey cooperate 
strongly in fields where they are far 
behind and have much to learn from us 
They delay interminably when the situa­ 
tion is reversed, when we want to get 
into fields we have reason to believe they 
have made important advances which 
might be useful to us 


The same problem exists in American 
industrial contacts with the Russians. 
Efforts by Americans to penetrate the 


Soviet market appear to succeed only 
where there is a major technical input 
the Russians can buy for an exceedingly 
cheap price in rubles. Unlike grain, there 
seems to be little normal long-time 
market for most American products. 
The Russians want prototypes they can 
study and build for themselves — or 
technically advanced factories. 


Now there is nothing sinister in this. 
The USSR is simply looking out for itself. 
But we are deluding ourselves if we 
believe the Kremlin is living up to its end 
of the bargain in scientific exchanges. 


And it is clear that some of the civilian 
scientific information passed to the Rus­ 
sians under these various arrangements 
has been of considerable help in solving 
some of their more difficult military 
technical roadblocks. The Russians 
could have solved these problems on 
their own, of course; but it would have 
taken them longer. And time is the name 
of the game in the technological im­ 
provement of defensive and offensive 
weapons. 


Those convinced this onesided series of 
arrangements will impress the Russians 
with our sincerity are misled. In Soviet 
philosophy, this is a sign of our 
weakness, not strength. And therefore 
could lead to further Russian aggression, 
as in Angola. 


This is not to halt scientific exchange. 
It is merely to say we should insist on 
equal exchange, holding back now after 
our freewheeling trial period until the 
Russians are ready to give as much as 
they get. 


We have learned over the years that if 
we do not leap to agreement or conces­ 
sions, but instead hold firmly and 
patiently to what we believe, the Rus­ 
sians do come around

There is little

were to do so — by advertising Reagan’s 
alleged insincerity, unpopularity and in­ 
competence — he would be acting out of 
personal petulance far more clearly than 
Rockefeller in 1964 At that time there 
were genuine divisions between 
Goldwater and Rockefeller, respectively 
the conservative and the liberal leaders 
of their party. 
But Ford is, by and large, a conser­ 
vative; so that any attempt by him to 
ruin Reagan’s chances, in punishment 
for Reagan's challenge to Ford’s 
renomination, could not be understood as 
less than masochistic spite. Out of 
character, one would think, in a man 
renowned for his fairness and geniality. 
Meanwhile. Reagan’s progress at the 
polls is a political phenomenon of the 
first magnitude. Not only did he sudden­ 
ly zoom ahead of Ford with the 
Republicans, but also with the indepen­ 
dents. So much for the alleged 
narrowness of his appeal. The profes­ 
sionals in both parties are waking up to 
Reagan’s singular qualities as a politi­ 
cian. Gradually, for instance, they con­ 
cede that his sense of timing proved 
superior to theirs. And that his rule 
against criticizing fellow Republicans 
makes his detractors look childish and 
boorish. It is now left only for someone in 
a red wig to pay Charles Mathias to enter 
the race. Perhaps that has already been 
arranged.
